Details: On March 9, 1997, CHRISTOPHER WALLACE , aka Notorius 
B.I.G., was murdered as he left the Peterson Automotive Museum in 
Los Angeles after attending a post Music Awards ceremony. 
WALLACE was in the middle car of a 3 -car caravan when a dark 
Chevy SS Impala pulled next to him and fired several times into 
the passenger area where WALLACE was sitting. WALLACE died 
minutes later at a local hospital .

The following is a synopsis regarding the murder of 
Christopher Wallace, aka Notorius B.I.G. (BIGGIE SMALLS) that 
occurred on March 9, 1997 in Lob Angeles, CA. At the time of his 
murder, BIGGIE was the #1 rap artist for BAD BOY records based in 
New York. TUPAC SHAKUR was shot and killed in Las Vegas, NV in 
September, 1996, 6 months prior to BIGGIE being killed. TUPAC 
was the-#l rap artist f or DKATH ROW record whinh is based in 
ComPton . CA . DEATH ROWl | . BAD BOY 

| Their was an ongoing "rivalry"
